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Nixon Ends Occupational Deferments; 
Congress May Act To Draft Students 



Having just announced a 
150,000 Vietnam troop withdraw- 
al by 1971, President Nixon has 
come up with another announce- 
ment-only this one is a little 
more startling. 

He has eliminated several de- 
ferments and has asked Congress 
to do away with all student 
deferments. 

These are the results of his 
action. 

^Occupational, agricultural 
and fatherhood deferments: The 
President issued an executive or- 
der barring such deferments in 
the future. 

Men now holding these defer- 
ments can retain them as long 
as their justification continues. 
Men already qualified and with 
deferment applications already 
pending under the previous reg- 
ulation* can receive such defer- 
ments. 



But men who were not qual- 
ified and hgf*_not applied before 
Thursday can not be granted 
such deferments in the future. 

Student Deferments 
► Student deferments: The 

draft law now requires the Pres- 
ident to defer college students 
at their request unless he finds 
that the armed forces must have 
them. 

At present the military is not 
drafting all available men and 
draft calls have, in fact, been 
decreasing. 

Nixon asked Congress to au- 
thorize him to abolish student 
deferments. If it does, Nixon said, 
he will issue an executive order 
banning future student defer- 
ments. 

Those now holding such defer- 
ments or with pending applica- 
tions could continue to have 



them. The cut-off date would be 
Thursday, April 23, 1970. 

Deferments granted to stu- 
dents on applications filed after 
that date would be canceled once 
Congress authorized Nixon to put 
his policy into effect. 

High School Unaffected 

This policy would apply to 
undergraduate students in col- 
leges and universities, junior or 
community colleges, and ap- 
proved technical schools. 

It would not affect the statu- 
tory deferment granted to stu- 
dents still in high school. 

Craduate students are not now 
entitled to deferment. 

Presently 1.8 million men hold 
student deferments, 23,000 agri- 
cultural deferments are in force 
and there are some four million 
men in category 3A, which de- 
fers them because of their de- 



pendents, but is not limited to 
fatherhood deferments. 

► The lottery: At present, draft 
calls must be met— under thelaw 
— through a geographical quota 
system with each state and each 
local draft board providing a 
number of draftees proportional 
to its share of the total draft pool. 

Each of the 4,087 local boards 
calls men in order of lottery 
numbers within its own individ- 
ual pool of manpower, thus there 
may be wide discrepancies among 
the boards. 

Nixon asked Congress to re- 
move the quota requirement, al- 
lowing him to issue a single 
nationwide call of lottery' num- 
bers each month. 

In other words, the same num- 
ber would be called simultan- 
eously for the entire draft pool 
throughout the nation. 



Volunteer Army 

► Volunteer army: Nixon made 
it his ultimate goal to reduce 
draft calls to zero and place the 
draft on an emergency standby 
basis. 

To achieve this, he urged Con- 
gress to approve a 20 percent 
pay raise for enlisted men in 
their first two years, effective 
next Jan. 1, and a $2 billion pay 
and benefits package for the mil- 
itary in the fiscal 1972 budget. 

He directed the Pentagon to 
step up enlistment and re-enlist- 
ment efforts and to give mili- 
tary personnel more individual 
attention. 

► Military pay: The White

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SDS Hurls Criticisms 
At UK Medical Center

During a recent Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS) meet- 
ing, several sharp criticisms were 
thrown at the Medical Center. 

“ It's fine to get sick between 
9 a m. and 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday,” one SDS mem- 
ber said. “But just get ill any 
other time and try to get any- 
thing more than a splinter taken 
out of your finger.” 

During an interview, a Health 
Service physician replied it was 
true the Health Service was not 
open after 5 p.m. “But the total 
number of students who have 
visited the emergency room after 
5 p.m. has never been great 
enough to justify opening the 
Health Service at nights and 
on weekends,” he said. 

“I’ll admit,” he added, "that 
going to the emergency room is 
not ideal. But the student is taken 
care of. We simply do not have 
the money to open the Health 
Service up 24 hours a day. 

Long waits endured by those 
who go to the emergency room 
were also criticized during the 
SDS meeting. 

A physician in the Health 
Service said this was a valid 



complaint. A student might have 
to wait as much as two hours. 

“If a person enters the emer- 
gency room bleeding from a gun- 
shot wound, obviously he will be 
seen before somebody who only 
has a sore throat,” said the doc- 
tor. 

Another SDS charge against 
the hospital stated, “It’s a medi- 
ocre hospital and it’s not getting 
any better.” 

Dr. Earl Vastbinder, a physi- 
cian in the Student Health Ser- 
vice, said, “It’s not a mediocre 
hospital. In terms of the quality 
of care given patients, it’s prob- 
ably one of the best in the state. 
It may be weak in catering ser- 
vices. It’s not a first-class motel. 
But the medical services are first- 
rate.” 

Police Alliance 

Another charge directed to- 
ward the Medical Center was 
that the center had direct ties 
with the Lexington Police De- 
partment and that “close to 50 



undercover police operate at the 
Medical Center.” 

Dr. Vastbinder, who is in 
charge of student case histories 
at the Health Service, said “there 
is no leak of information from 
the health service that I know 
of.” He said no one outside the 
Health Service, not even doctors 
from other sections of the Med- 
ical Center, have access to Health 
Service case histories. 

Dr. Jordan said there are no 
ties with the Lexington Police 
Department except those re-

quired by law. “We must report 
certain things, such as rape and 
murder. But that is the extent 
of our involvement with the po- 
lice.” 

When asked about the under- 
cover agents, Dean Jordan smiled 
and said, “I haven’t seen one.” 

Another doctor said the charge 
that 50 undercover agents worked 
in the Medical Center was pre- 
posterous. “We run a hospital 
and a medical school over here,” 
he said, “not a James Bond 
movie production.” 

During the SDS meeting a 
charge was made that the Medi- 
cal Center is used “as a political 
plum ... a supportive depart- 
ment for federal grants.” 

Dean Jordan replied, “All 
medical schools are dependent 
on federal funds for support. What 
is wrong with using the school 
as a plum?” 

Concerning the charges made 
toward the Medical Center one 
doctor said, “It’s easy to make 
a lot of wild charges. Document- 
ing them is another thing. I think 
it would be better for all con- 
cerned if people are going to make 
accusations to at least take the 
time to find out if they are ac- 
curate.” 

Echoing this. Dean Jordan 
said, “If students really want to 
know what is going on over here, 
we welcome them to come over 
and find out. I am sure we can 
arrange tours for anyone inter- 
ested in the Medical Center and 
how it functions.”
